Our policy 
should be based.on eventual liberation of the peoples 
Communism has enslaved—in Russia herself, as well 
as in Hastern Europe and China. And in doing that, 
we must make a radical distinction between peoples and 
the Communist governments which rule them. 

There is much, much more to this than material force 
and power. The great values in the struggle, as Dr. 
Malik assesses them, are spiritual. To quote him once 
more, “A civilization is doomed if it is not. creatively 
conscious of something universal and human it can and 
must give.” The Free World, he is convinced, can make 
the great gift of freedom to all the world, along with
